What started out to be a few crys of protest became a flood of voices 
in the Southern Australian States. In Sydney, the voices and crys filled the 
Streets as young and old stood tall united by a cause. Fifty thousand 
Greeks on the 1st of March expressed one common opinion. The protest 
did not stop there. Fairly soon, Brisbane took action and yet another 
protest march followed in our very own King George Square. = 

Sydney's protest march, the "Greekness of Macedonia’ vas 
definitely the most significantly organised march of all major cities. 
Heading the procession were his eminence, Archbishop Stylianos, other 
dignitaries, followed by groups in National Costume and fifty thousand 
protesting Greeks. As explained in the BHMA, third of March, "the issue is 
not about Skopia’s entitlement to be independent, but its use of a Greek 
name with obvious repercussions in terms of territorial claims over 
Northern Greece." No consideration has been given to the fact that 
Macedonia, the name, carries 3000-4000 years of Greek History.
